Transfer of spirits in 
bond to warehouses, so designated, 
will be mede in the same manner 
as transfers in bond are now 
made. In cases where two or more 
distillery warehouses are owned 
by the same proprietor, spirits 
stored ih them may be moved for 
concentration purposes from one 
warehouse to another with the 
consent of the commissioner. 

Application for transfe. must be 
accompanied by warehousing 
bond which must be filed with the 
collector. This bond may be 
filed by the distiller of record, the 
owner of the spirits or thé pro- 
— of the concentrated ware - 

ouse. 

Collector Goodcell says there 
will be some delay in installing 
the system due to the necessity of 
a complete technical qualification 
of some of the bonded warehouses 
designated as Concentrated Bond- 
ed Warehouses before they will 
be permitted to reeelve distilled 
spirits in bond.

NEW ARTIFICIAL SILK 


BELGIUM FINANCIERS INVEST 
HEAVILY IN NEW PROCESS 
OF SWISS INVENTOR 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. | 

LONDON, Sept. 20.-——-War er- 
periments with celluloise dope“ 
for use on the wings of airplanes 
led to the discovery of what is said 
to be the most perfect artificial 
silk yet devised. The discovery is 
credited to Henry Dreyfus who 
came to England from Switserland 
during the war- tor the purpose of 
carrying out research work for the 
protection of airplanes against 
fire. 

The success of his experiments 
is indicated by the fact that Bel- 
gian financiers who, heretofore, 
have’ been interested in the man- 
ufacture of artificial silk in that 
country, have invested in the new 
process. They say that it so far 
surpasses all other artificial silks 
that it can be compared only to 
the genuine article. 

The process was evolved after 
three years of experiments which 


consisted in subjecting airplane 
“dope” made with cotton as a 


filament just like the strands of a 
silk worm were created.

PHOENIX (Aris) Sept. 20 
The Southwestern Portland Ce- 
ment Company, with factories at 
EI Paso, Tex., and Victorville, 
Cal., is to establish a plant with- 
in twenty-five miles of Phoenix, 
at a cost of about $1,250,000.
